LIVING ON HUMAN FLESH. 


Starvation and Cannibalism Among the 
Earnmore’s Survivors. 


BALTrMoRE, October 27.—When the sur- 
vivorsof the lost steamship Earnmore arrived in 
New York early Jast Monday morning they went to 
Pbiladeiphia and did not tell the story of their ter- 
rible experience for pnblication until they had firat 

related it to the agents of the Earn line 
in Philadelphia. Carl Graue, one of 
the men who lived for tweaty- 
two days in = an open boat tossing 
about in midocean, told the newspaper reporters 
_ how he and his companions had endured the hor- 
rors of starvation, sucking the blood ofga seabat and 
devouring afew raw tish which they caught over 
the side of the boat, Thorecwho heard Graue’s 
BSiory thought it rather remarkable that the 
eleven men could have sustained life for 
three weeks with only a seabat and a 
few small fish, and it was a matter ot wonder that 
they did not all aie before the schooner Mosquito 
rescued them. Graue did not then tell the worst 
of the matter. He and Seaman Ludwig Loder came 
to Battimore yesterday. When asked if they had 
not been tempted to eat the flesh of their comrades 
who cied of exhansion in the boat, the two 
Germans at first shuddered and did not appear 
Willing to talk, Finally Loder made the following 
sta‘ement toa reporter, which was authenticated 
by Fireman Graue: 

“The only food we had the first fifteen days in 
the boat was a fiying fish anda few raw small sea- 
birds, divided amoung eleven men. On the sixteenth 
day out, William Davss, a seamen, caught me by 
the throat and made a dash at my head witha 
knife. He cut meon the right cheek, the scar from 
which still remains, as you see. He was told to kill 
me by August Plagge, afiremau. When Davis be- 
gan to cut me some of my com- 

anions caught him; but others shouted, ‘Kill him, 
sill him; we want something toeat. Weare starv- 
ing.’ It seems that Plagze, Davis and others in one 
end of the boat had Gecided that I should die, us I 
suppose, being pretty fat, I looktd iuviting. Plagge 
was placed ou watch that night 
but he was missing next morping. 
No one saw him go overboard. On the seventeenth 
Gay Wiliiam Robinson, a seaman, lay down tosleep. 
When it was thought time for him to give up his 

lece in tiie boat foranother tostretch out,we called 

im. He did not answer, @€nd when he was turned 
over he was dead. 

“A consultation was held, and it was decided 
that we would have to eat the flesh of our dead 
comrade. The cook, William Wright, was ordered 
tocarve the body. Although dying from hunger, 
the poor fellow at first refused but 
he could read determination in 
the eyes ofthe men who sat around, so he yielded. 
The first thing done was tosmash the skull, and 
from the fraciure each oue sucked the blood. Flesh 
stripped off from the ribs was laid on top of the 
water-tight compartmentsand dried. Alter taking 
Buch paris of the body as would furnish blood, we 
threw the remainder into the sea, 

“We felt revived, but slowly, indeed, for we 
were aii fast losing our minds. Little was said, and 
ailwecouid find consolation in was to watch the 
horizon fora sail, Two days after Robinson died, 
the third engineer, Thomas Hunt, lay down, He 
could not situpany longer. He was found dead, 
Even in our agonizing condition, we hailed the 
death of the poor man with delight, for he, too, 
afforded us subsistence without resource to murier, 


His body was treated as that of Robinson had been. . 


+ "In about three days the limbs and feet of all be- 
ah to swell, and several have since broken out in 
ugly sores, We think thisis poison from the hu- 
man flesh and blood.” 

Loder then described how they were rescued by 
the schooner Mosquito aud how Seaman Robert 
Johnson fell overboard atthe side of that yessel 
and was bravely rescued by a colored man, who 
emped overooard after him. Loder says that 

yilliam Davis, who wanted to kill him, is in a hos- 
Pitalin Philadelphia. Davis offered him all the 
money he had on Monday last to say nothing about 
it. Loder added that in the toat, aiter attempting 
to kill him, page Davis cried and then kissed him. 

Graue, Loder's companion, was given BR. by the 
hospital physicians at Nassau, where the Mosquito 
took the rescued men. He hung between life and 
death for three days. 

Both men are cared for by Mr. and Mrs, D, A. 
Bues-inz, of this city. They say that they were 
Warned by their officers to keep silent until they 
had been settled with by the steamship agents. As 
this had been done, they thought they were re- 
Jeased from further secrecy. Both men said that 
they had no recollection of the taste of human flesh, 
80 great was their mental anzuish at the time. 
Their only recollection of taking the food is feeling 
— own blood quicken as it coursed through their

BRAINED WITH AN AX 


THE BLOODY MURDER OF A HOUS- 
TON FARMER. 


gis WIFE KNOCKED UNCONSCIOUS 


And Compeliled to Remain in the Koom All 
Night With the Body of Her Dead 
Husaband—A Terrible Tragedy. 


HAWKINSVILLE, Ga., October 27. —[Special.] 
A horrible «murder was committed last night 
eleven miles from here, just across Houston county 
line. Mr, William Muller, an aged farmer, was 
killed, and his wife was nearly killed. 

Mrs. Miller tells the story as follows: 

Mr. and Mrs. Miller live alone. They were sit- 
ting by the fire last night, reading. Each had a 
small lamp, Mrs, Miller head ber husband say: 
“Don’t do that.’”’ Then she felt herself struck, aud 
was knocked unconscious. When she regained 
consciousness she heard the clock strike twelve. 
She raw that Mr. Miller wasapparently dead, and 
she,was 

AFRAID TO CALL FOR HELP, 
fearing that berassailant was still tnere. She lay 
then until four v’cluock, when hersufferings were so 
great that she called for help, Her calls were soon 
answered by the cook,whose house was forty or fifty 
yards distant, When the cook came 
in, Mrs. Miller asked to be put to bed. On the bed 
was theax which had struck the blows and the 
marble top of a bureau which had been removed 
from its place to enable the murderers to rifie the 
drawers. Those drawers were locked. It is sup- 
posed thai Mr. Miller, 
SAW THE PARTIES 
as they raised the ax,and asked them not to 
strike. Mrs, Miller did not see them. She was 
nearest the door, and was struck first with the 
ax, She was knocked senseless, and was 
probably thought to be dead. Theu 
itissupposed that Mr. Miller was attacked, He 
was struck five blows with the ax, and his skull 
was badly smashed. When found he was still sit- 
ting in his arm chair, with his head and arm hang- 
ing overthe side. The blood had 
RUN FROM HIS WOUNDS, 
and made a pool on the floor. His lamp had 
fallen in the bloody pool, and was 
extinguished. His death must have been instanta- 
neous. lie probably saw his murderers, but Mrs, 
Miller did not, nor did she hear any noise made 
by their entrance. Mr. Miller’s pockets 
were rifled, and his pocketbook gone. 
Hlis watch, which was hanging on the wall, 
in a couspicions place, was not taken. The mur- 
derers wevt into other rooms, and drawers, trunks, 
etc., were searched, but nuthing was taken. It was 
evident that the partics wan’ed money and nothing 
else. A little box containing papers was carried 
about a hundred yards from the house and left. At 
the spot where the box was left there were the 
FOOTPRINTS OF TWO PEOPLE. 

One track was large andthe other smaller, The 
lamp which Mrs. Miller had by her is missing, and 
cannot be found, The ax which did the murderous 
work was one which lies at the wood-pile, near 
the house, Mr, Miller was one of the most respect- 
ed citizens of Houston; a well-to-do farmer, up- 
wards of sixty years old, He has two children, 
William, who lhves here, and Mrs. Mitcheil, 
of Eastman. Mr. Miller drew $0 from 
the Hawkinsviyje bank yesterday even. 
ing, but it is not kuown whether he spent 
it or not, before leaving iown. The whole country 
is aroused, but as yet there is no clew to the mur- 
derers, 

THE REWARD OFFERED. 

Mr. W.N. Miller, the son of the murdered man, 
today offered the following reward: 

‘‘I wil pay $500 reward for the capture, and proof 
to convict, of the parties who murdered my father 
and wounded my mother on Saturday night the 
26th instant, Detectives call for information at 
once, “W. N, MILLER,”’ 

Ed Johnson and Sam Chunkey, two negroes, are 
suspected of the inurder. They kEnew Mier. had 
drawn the money, acd are notto befound in the 
neighborhood today. They were last heard from 
walkiug toward Macon. 


AN ESCAPE FROM JUDGE LYNCH, 


A Worth County Negro Escapes Merited 
Punishment. 


ALBANY, Ga., October 27.-- [Special.] — 
Sheriff Cox, of Worth county, brought to Albany 
today Abram Cunningham, charged with attempted 
rape. Mr. L. J, Autman,a farmer living eight 
niles from Isabella, was working upon the corn 
crib of his father-in-law, Mr. O'Neill. He sent the 
negro Abram back to his own house, about two 
hundred yards distant, to bring a saw, In the 
meautime Mrs. Auiman sent ber daughter, a little 
girl between ten aud eleven sears old, to her father. 
The negro boy, whois abour fiiteen years old, and 
the little girl's path crossed. Mr. Autman, shor ly 
after sending «ff the boy, started to the woods to 
obtain some planks, He heard the screams of 
achbild. He rushed toward the sound, and saw 
his daughter struggling in the clutches of the 
negro ficnd. When within fifty yards of them he 
screamed tothe boy, who had his hand over the 
child’s mouth. The negro shortly after released 
her and quietly awaited her father’scoming. Mr. 
Autman struck him several blows in the face with 
his fist, and then arrested him and took him to Isa- 
bella, where he was jailed by the authorities, Last 
night some fifleen or iwenty young men surround- 
ed the jail, and endeavored to obtain an entrance 
to it under the plea that they had a prisoner to in- 
carcerate, Sheriff Cox refused to aliow an en- 
trance, and fearing lynching tonight if his prisoner 
remained in Isabella, brought him to the Albany 
jail for safe keeping. Oa his way with the prisoner 
many threats were made against his life.

SELMA, Ala., October 27.—A fire broke out 
in Leopold Brothers’ dry gooda establishment on 
Broad strect, in the center of the business portion 
of the city, this morning about 2 o’clock. The peo- 
ple were all asleep, and the fire had gained consid- 
erable hea@way before it was discovered. When 

he fire alarm was fnaily sounded, and the engines 
had respomded, the water plugs for some time did 
not furnish snificient pressure to reach the highest 
poin's where the fire waSraging, A brisk wind 
was biowingandthe flames spread with great ra- 
ridity, In a short while the entire block was in 
flames, The fire was communicated to Gill's hote!, 
a large brick strociure at the corner of Broad and 
Alabama streets, and filled with guests at the time, 
By great exertion the guests werearoused while the 
building was in flames, and ali fortunately made 
their escape, some barely getting outin safety in 
their night clothes, In two hoursthe entire plock 
of buildings was consumed. Nothing was saved 
from Gill’s hotel or any of the stores. The destruc- 
tion was complete. The flamesspread with such 
rapidity that by the time the fire department got 
well at work nothing conld be done but presene the 
spread of the flames. Proper pressure of the water 
mains was secured, and enabled the firemen to 
check the flames, aud by five o’clock in the morn- 
ing the fire was under control.

WHAT TROUBLE IS FOR 


**‘GOD SHALL WIPE AWAY ALL TEARS 
- FROM THEIR EY#£S.”’ 


TALMAGE AT THE ACADEMY OF MUSIC 


Preaching to an Immense Congregation—He 
Denies the Rumor That the Insurance 
Will Rebulid His Church. 


Brooxtyn, October 27.—f{Special.]—The 
Rey. T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., preached to 
an overflowing congregation at the Academy 
of Music today. 

Before preaching he said that a mistaken 
notion was abroad that the insurance on his 
destroyed church was enough to rebuild. The 
repetition of disasters left us in debt. We 
have practically built three churches since I 
eame to Brooklyn, First, the original Taber 
nacle, Soon after that we made an enlarge- 
ment that cost almost as much as a church. 
A few years after it all burned. Then we put 
up the building recently destroyed, and 
reared ifina time when the whole country 
was. im its worst financial distress. 
It was these repeated disasters that left us in 
debt, My congregation have done magnifi- 
cently, but any church would be in debt after 
sO many calamities. Now for the first time 
we are out ofdebt. But weneed at least one 
hundred thousand dollars to build a church 
large enough, and we call on people of all 
creeds and ail lands to help. Before I help 
dedicate a new church we must have every 
dollar of it paid. I will never again be pastor 
ofachurech in debt. 1t has crippled us in all 
our movements, and I skall never again wear 
the shackles. I have for the last sixteen years 
preached to about five thousand people sitting 
and standing, twice a Sabbath, but every- 
body knows that we need a place that will hoid 
eight thousand. I shall not be surprised if 
some man of wealth shall say: ‘Here are a 
hundred thousand dollars if you will put up a 
memorial structure, and callit after the name 
of my departed father or child whose memory 
I want put before all natious and for all time.”’ 
And so it would be done. 

Dr. Talmage’s text was, ‘God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes.”’ Rev. vii. 17. 
He said: 

Riding across a western prairie, wild flow- 
ers up tothe hub of the carriage wheel, and 
while a long distance frum any shelter, there 
came a sudden shower, and while the rain was 
falling in torrents, the sun was shining as 
brightly as Lever saw it shine; and I thought, 
what a beautiful spectacle this is! So the 
tears of the Bible are not midnight storm, but 
rain on pansied prairies in God’s sweet and 
golden sunlight. You remember that 
bottle which David labeled as_ con- 
taining tears, and Mary’s tears and 
Paul’s tears, and Christ’s tears, andthe har- 
vest of joy that 1s46 spring from the sowing of 
tears. God mixesthem. God rounds them. 
God shows them whereto fall. God exhales 
them. A census is taken of them, and there 
18 arecord as tothe moment when they are 
born, and as to the place of their grave. Tears 
of bad men are not ps re Alexander, in his 
sorrow, had the hair clipped from his horses 
and mules, and madea great ado about his 
grief; but in all the vases of heaven there is 
not one of Alexander’s tears. I speak of the 
the tears of the good. Alas! me! they are 
falling allthetime. In summer, yon some- 
times hear the growling thunder,and you see 
there is & storm miles “away; but vou know 
from the drift.of the clouds that it will not 
come anywhere near you. So, though it may 
be all bright around about us, there is a shower 
df trouble somewhere all the time. Tears! 
Tears! 

What is the use of them anyhow? Why not 
substitute langhter? Why uot make this a 
world where all the people are well and eter- 
nal strangers to pain and aches? What is the 
use of an eastern storm when we might havea 
perpetual nor’ wester? Why, when a family is 
put together, not have them all stay, or if they 
must be transplanted to make. other homes, 
then have them all live, the family . record 
telling a story of marriages and births, but of 
no deaths. Why not have the harvests chase 
each other without fatiguing toil? Why the 
hard pillow, the hard crust, the hard struggle? 
It is easy enough to explain a smile, or a suc— 
cess, or a congratulation: but, come now, and 
bring a!1 your dictionaries and all your phi- 
losophies and all your religions and 
help me explain a tear. A chemist will tell 
you that itis made up of salt and lime and 
other component parts; but he misses the chief 
ingredients—thamaci@: of a soured life, the 
viperine sting of a bitter memory, the frag- 
ments cf a broken beart. 1 will teil you what 
@ tear is; it 1s agony in solution. 

Hear me, then, while I discourse to you of 
the uses of trouble. 

First—It is the design of trouble to keep this 
world from being too attractive. Something 
must be done to make us willing to quit this 
existence. If it were not for trouble this world 
would be a good enough heaven for me. You 
and I would be willing to tuke a lease of this 
life for a hundred million years if there were 
no trouble. The earth cushioned and upols 
tered and pillared and chandeleried with 
such expense, no story of other worlds 
could enchant us. Wewould say: “Let well 
enough alone. If you wantto die and have 
your body disintegrated in the dust, and your 
soul go out on a celestial adventure, then you 
cap go; butthis world is good enough for 
me.’’ You might as well go toa man who has 
just entered the Louvre at Paris and tell him 
to hasten off to the picture galleries of Venice 
or Florence. ‘ Why,’’ he weuld say, ‘‘what is 
the use of my going there? There are Rem- 
brandts and Rubens and Raphaels here that I 
haven't looked at yet.”’ 

No man wants to co out of this world, or ont 
of any house, until he has a better house. To 
cure this wish to stay here, God must some- 
how create a disgust for our surroundings. 
Huw shall he do it? He cannot afford to 
deface hts horizon, or to tear off a fiery 
panel from the sunset, or to subtract an anther 
from the water lily, orto banish the pungent 
aroma from the mignonette, or to drag the 
robes of the morning in quire. You cannot 
expect a Christopher Wren'to mar his own St. 
Paul’s cathedral, or a Michael Angelo to dash 
out his own “Last Judgment,’’ or a Handel to 
discord his ‘‘Israel in Egypt;’’ and you cannot 
expect God to spoil the architecture and music 
of hisown world. How then are we to be 
made willing to leave? Here is where trouble 
comes in. Aftera man has had a good deal 
of trouble, he says: ‘Well, Iam ready to go. 
If thare is a house somewhere whose roof 
doesn’t leak, I would like to live there. If 
there isan atmosphere somewhere that does 
not distress the lungs, I’ would like to breathe 
it. If there is a society somewhere where 
there is no tittle tattle, I would like to live 
there. If there is a home circle somewhere 
where I can find my lost friende, I would like 
to go there.”” He used to read the first part of 
the Bible chiefly, now he reads the last part 
of the Bible chiefly. Why has he changed 
Genesis for Revelation? Ah! he usedto be 
anxious chiefly to know how this world was 
made, and all about its geological construc- 
tion. Now he is chiefly anxious to know how 
the next world was made, and how it looks, 
and who live there, and how they dress. He 
reads Revelation ten times now there 
he reads Genesis once. The old story, 
“In the be ing God created the 
heavens and the earth,” does not thrill 
him half as much as the other story, “I saw a 
new heaven and anew earth.” The old 
man’shand trembles ashe turns over this 
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should be tempted to take the responsibility 
and launch you all into glory with one stroke, 
lolding on to the side of the boat until I could 
getin myself. And yet there are people here 
to whom this world is brighter than heaven. 
Well, dear souls, Ido not blame you. It is 
natural. But after a while you will be ready 
togo. It was not until Job had been worn 
out with bereavements and carbuncles and @ 
pest of a wife that he wanted to see God. It 
was not until the prodigal got tired of liyi 
among the hogs that he wanted to goto: 
rospan at 3 — A the ministry oft ouble 
is wor ; 
pat ra worth less and heayen 
# Again, it is the use of trouble to make us 
feel our complete nee God 
Alphonso said that 
the creation he conld 
world than this, What a "7 
present! I do not know wha #0) do 
when some meu die. Men think they can de 
anything until God shows them that they can. 
do nothing atall. We lay our great plans and 
we like to execute them. Tt looks big. God 
comes and takes us down, As Prometheus 
was assaulted by his enemy, when the lance 
struck him ict opened a great swelling that had 
threatened his death, and he got well. Soit 
is the arrow of trouble that lets out great 
swellings of pride. We never feel our depen- 
dence upon God until we get trouble. [I was 
riding with my little child along the road. and 
she asked if she might drive. I said, -‘Cer- 
tainly.” 

I handed over the reins to her, and I had to 
admire the glee with which she drove. But 
after awhile we met a team and we had to turn 
out. The road was narrow, and it was sheer 
down on both sides. She handed the reing 
over to me andsaid: ‘I think you had better 
take charge of the horse.’’ So we are all 
children; and on this road of life we like to 
drive. It gives one such an appeararce of su- 
periority and power. It looks big. But after 
a while we meet some obstacle, and we have to 
turn out, and the road is narrow, and it is 
sheer down on both sides: and then we are 
willing that God should take the reins and 
drive. Ah! my fnends, we get upset so often 
because we do not hand over the reins soon 
enough. 

Can you not tell when you hear a man pray 
whether he has ever had any trouble? I can. 
The cadence, the phraseology indicate it. 
Why do women pray better than men? Be- 
cause they have had more trouble. Before a 
man has had any trouble, his prayers are 
poetic, and he begins away up among the sup, 
moon and stars,and gives the Lord a great deal 
of astronomical information that must be high- 
ly gratifying. He then comes on down grad- 
ually over beautiful tablelands to ‘‘forever and 
ever, amen.’”’ But after a man has had trouble 
prayer is with him a taking hold of the arm of 
God and crying out for help. I have heard 
earnest prayers on two or three occasions that 
I remember, 

Once, on the Cincinnati express train, going 
at forty miles the hour, and the train jum 
the track, aud we were nearachasm eighty 
feet deep; and the men who, a few minutes 
befere, had been swearing and blaspheming 
God, began to pull and jerk at the bell rope, 
and got up on the backs of the seats and cried 
out, ““O God, save us!’’ There was another 
time, about eight hundred miles out at sea, on 
a foundering steamer, after the last lifeboat 
had been split finer than kindling wood. They 
prayed then. Why is it you so often hear 

eople, in reciting the last experience of some 

riend, say: “He made the most beautiful 
prayer lever heard?’’ What makes it beauti- 
ful? It is the earnestness of it. Oh, I tell 
you a man is in earnest when his stripped and 
naked soul wades out in the soundless, shore- 
less, bottomless ocean of eternity. 

It is trouble, my friends, that makes 
us feel our dependence upon God. We 
do not knovf}our own weakness of 
strength until the last plank 
breaks. It is contemptible in us when there 
is nothing else to take hold of, that we catch 
hold of God only, Aman is unfortunate in 
business. He has to raise a great deal of 
money, and raise it quickly. He borrows on 
word and note all he cau borrow. Aftera 
while he puls a mortgage on his house. After 
a while he puts a second mortgage on hig 
house. Then he puts alien on his furniture. 
Then he makes over his life insurance. Then 
he assigns all his property. Then he goes to 
his father-in-law and asks for help! 

Well, having failed everywhere, completely 
failed, he gets down on his knees and says: 
“QO Lord, I have tried everybody and every~ 
thing, now help me out of this financial 
trouble.”’ He makes God the last resort in- 
stead of the first resort. There are men who 
have paid ten cents on a dollar who could 
have paid a hundred cents on a dollar if they 
had gone to God in time. Why, do you not 
know who the lord is. Heis not an autocrat 
seated far up in a palace, from which he 
emerges once a year, preceded by heraldg 
swinging swords toclear the way. No. But 
a father willing, at our call, to stand by usin 
every crisis and predicament of life. 

I tell you what some of you business men 
make me think of. A young man goes off 
from home to earn his fortune. He goes with 
his mother’s consent and benediction. She 
has large wealth; but he wants to make his 
own fortune. He goes far away, falls sick, 
gets out of money. He sends for the hotel 
keeper where he is staying, asking for leniencea, 
and the answey he gets is: “If you don’t pay 
up Saturday night you’ll be removed to the 
hospital.’’ The young mau sends to a comrade 
in the same building. Nohelp. He writes to 
a banker who was a friend of his deceased 
father. Norelief. Ile writes to an old school- 
mate, but gets no help. Saturday night comes, 
and he is moved to the hospital. 

Getting there, he is frenzied with grief; ana 
he borrows a sheet of paper and a postage 
stamp, and he sits down and he writes home, 
saying: ‘Dear mother, I am sick unto death. 
Come.”’ It is ten minutes of ten o’clock when 
she gets theletter. Atten o’clock the train 
starts. Sheis five minutes from the depot. 
She gets there in time to have five minutes to 
spare. She wonders why a train that can go 
thirty miles an hour cannot go sixty miles an 
hour. She rushes into the hospital. She says: 
“My son, what does ali thismean? Why 
didn’t you send for me. You sent to every- 
body but me. You knew I could and would 
help you. Isthisthe reward I get for my 
kindness to you Salways?’’. She bundles 
him up, takes him home, and gets bim well 
very soon. 

Now, some of you treat God just as that 
young man treated his mother. When you 

et into a financial perplexity, you call on the 

anker, you call on the broker, yeu call on 
your creditors, you call on your lawyer for 
legal counsel; you call upon everybody, and 
when you cannot get any help, then you go-to 
God. You say: “O rd, I come to Thee. 
Help me now out of my perplexity.” And 
the Lord comes, though it is the eleventh 
hour. Hesays: “Why did you not send for 
me before? As one whom his mother com- 
forteth, so will I comfort you.”’ It is to throw 
us back upon an all comforting God that we 
have this ministry of tears. 

Again, it is the use of trouble to capacitate 
us forthe office of sympathy. The priests, 
under the old dispensation, were set apart by 
having water sprinkled on their hands, feet 
and head; and by the sprinkling of tears peo- 
ple are now set apart to the office of sympathy. 
When we arein prosperity we like to have a 
great many young people around us, and wo . 
laugh when they langh, and we romp when 
they romp, and we sing when they sing; but 
when we have trouble we like plenty of old 
folks around. Why? They know how to talk. 
Take an aged mother, seventy years of age, 
and she is almost omnipotent in comfort. 
Why? She has been — it a AtT 
o’clock in the morning she goes over to com~ 
fort a young mother who has just Jost her babe, 

Grandmother knows all about that trouble. 
Fifty years ago she felt it. At 12 o’clock of; 
that day she goes over to comfort a widowed 

She knows all about that. 
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shaking up hot pillows and contriving things 
to tempt a poor appetite. Doctors Abernethy 
and Rush and Hosack and Harvey were great 
doctors, but the greatest doctor the world ever 
saw was an old Christian woman. Dear me! 
Do we not re.nember her about the room whep 
we were sick in our boyhood? Was there any- 
one who could ever so touch a sore without 
hurting it? 

And when she lifted her spectacles against 
her wrinkled forehead, so she could look 
closer at the wound, it was three-fourths 
healed. And when the Lord took her home, 
although you may have beon men and women 
thirty, forty. fifty years of age, you lay on the 
coffin lid and sobbed as though you were only 
five or ten years of age. “) man, praise God if 
~ havein your memory the picture of an 

vonest, sympathetic, kind,. self sacrificing, 
Christ-like mother. Oh, it takes these people 
who have had trouble to comfort others in 
trouble. Where did Paul get the ink with 
which to write hiscomforting evistle? Where 
did David get the ink to write his comforting 
Psalms? They got it out of their own tears. 
When a mau has gone through the cur- 
riculum, and has taken a course of dungeons 
and imprisonments and shipwrecks, he 
is qualified for the work of sympathy. 

hen I began to preach, my sermons on 
the subject of trouble were all pathetic and in 
semi-blank verse; but God knocked the blank 
verse out of me long ago, and I have found 
out that I cannot comfort people except as I 
myself have been troubled. God make me 
the son of consolation to the people. I would 
rather be the means of soothing one perturbed 
irit today than to play a tune that would set 
all the sons of mirth reeling in the dance. I 
am an herb doctor. I put into the caldron the 
Root out of dry ground without form of come- 
livess. Then I put in the Rose of Sharon and 
the Lily of the Valley. Then I put into the 
caldron some of the leaves from the 
Treo of Life, and the Branch that 
was thrown into the wilderness Marah. 
Then I pour in the tears of Bethany 
and Golgotha; then I stir them up. Then I 
kindle under the caldron a fire mado out of 
the wood of the cross, and one drop of that 
potion will cure the worst sickness that ever 
afflicted a human soul. Mary and Martha 
shall receive their Lazarus from the tomb. 
The damsel shal! rise. And on the darkness 
shall break the morning, and God will wipe all 
tears from their eyes. 

You know on a well spread tadle the food 
becomes more delicate at the last. I have led 
you today with the bread of consolation. Let 
the table now be cleared, and let us set on the 
chalice of heaven. Let the King’scup bearers 
come in. Good morning, Heaven! “Oh,” 
Bays some critic in the audience, “the Bible 
ccentradictsitself. It intimates again and again 
that there are to be no tears in heaven, 
and if there be no tears in heaven how is it 
possible that God wiil wipe any away? I 
guswer, have you never seen a child crying 
one moment and laughing the next, and while 
she was laughing you saw the tears still on her 
face? And perhaps you stopped her in the 
very midst of her rescmed glee and wiped off 
those delayed tears. So, I think, after the 
heavenly raptures have come upon us there 
may be the mark of some earthly grief, and 
while those tears are glittering in the light of 
the jasper sea God will wipe them away. How 
well he can do that, 

Jesus had enongh trial to make him sympa- 
thetic with all trial. The shortest verse in the 
Bible telis the story: “Jesus wept.’’ The scar 
on the back of either hand, the scar on the 
arch of either foot, the row of scars along the 
line of the hair, will keep all heaven thinking. 
Oh, that great weeper is just the one to silence 
ail earthly trouble, wine out a!l stains of earth- 
ly grief. Gentle! Why, his step is softer 
than the step of the dew. It will not bea 
tyrant bidding you to hush up your crying. It 
will be a Father who wiil take you on his left 
arm. his face gleaming into yours, while with 
the soft tip of the fingers of the right hand, he 
shall wipe away ail tears from your cyes. I 
have noticed when the children get hurt, and 
their mother is away from home they always 
come to me for comfort and sympathy; but I 
bave noticed that when the children get hurt 
and their mother is at home, they go right 
pust me and to her; I am of no account. 

So, when the soul comes upinto heaven out 
of the wounds of this life, it will not stop to 
look for Pau!, or Moses, or David, or John. 
These did very well once, but now the soul 
Shall rush past, crying: ‘‘Where is Jesus? 
Where is Jesus?” Dear Lord, what a mag- 
nificent thing todie if Thou shalt thus wipe 
uway our tears. Methink it will take us some 
time to get used to heaven; the fruits of God 
without one speck; the fresh pastures without 
one nettic: the orchestra without one snap- 
ping string; theriver of gladness without one 
torn bank: thesolferinos and the saffron of 
sunrise and sunset swallowed up in the eternal 
day that beams from God’s countenance! 

Why should I wish to linger in the wild, 
When thon art wailing, Father, to receive thy 
ehild? 

But if we could get any appreciation of what 
God has in reserve for us, it would make us so 
homesick we would be unfit for our every day 
work, Professor Leonard, formerly of Iowa 
university, put in my hand a meteoric stone, a 
Btone thrown olf from some other world to this.

is here. It is the difference between ombarka- 
tion and coming into port. Everything de- 

nds upon which side of the river you stand 
when you hear of a Christian’s death. If 
you stand on t'iis side of the river you mourn 
that they go. If youstand on the other side 
of the river you rejoice that they come Oh, 
the difference between afuneral on earth and 
a jubilee in heaven—between requiem here 
eud trininphal march there—parting here and 
reunionthere. Together! Have you thought 
ofit? They are together. Not one of your 
departed friends in one land and another in 
another land; but together, in different rooms 
of the same house--the house of many man.-- 
sions. Together! 

I believe the message will be delivered; and 
I believe it will increase the gladness of those 
who are before the throne. Together are’they, 
nil their tears cone. No trouble getting pood 
sfuciety forthem. All kings, queens, princes 
and princesses. In 1751 there was a bill 
offered in the English pariiament proposing to 
change the almanac so that the Ist of March 
#hould com. immediately after the Isth of 
Febroary. But, oh. what a glorious change in 
the calencar when ail the years of your earthly 
existence are swallowed up in the eternal year 
of Cod! 

My frionds, take this yood cheer home with 
you. These tears of bereavement that course 
your cheeks, and of persecution, 
and of trial, are not always to be 
there. The mothorly hand of God will wipe 
them allaway. Whatis the use, on the way 
to such & consummation—what is the use of 


‘Sretting about anything? Oh, what an exhbil- 


aration it ought to be in Christian work! See 
you the pinnacles against the sky? It is the 
city of our God, and we are approaching it. 
Oh, let us be busy in the few days that shall 
remain forus. The Saxons and the Britons 
went out to battle. The Saxons were all 
armed. The Britons had no weapons at all: 
aud yet history tells us the Britons got the 
victory, Why? They wentinto battle shout- 
ing three times, “Hallelujah!” and at the 
third shout of “Halielujab,” their enemies 
fied panic struck; and so the Britons got the 
victory.

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A Little Comparison, 

While the northern negro Baptists are 
fasting and praying for the poor suffering 
negroes of the south, the latter are very 
guietly going ahead attending to their own 
business and enjoying themselves as only a 
happy people can. 

In North Carolina the negroes have been 
holding a fair, the eleventh annual exhibi- 
tion of the state colored fair association. 
The display is said to have been remarkable 
for its extent and variety, showing a steady 
development on the part of the negroes 
along the lines of industry. 

The fair was opened by Governor Fowle, 
whose address was received with great ap- 
plause by his colored auditors. The gov- 
ernor alluded to the movement at the north 
in behalf of their ‘‘suffering brothers at the 
south,’’ and pointed out the fact that the 
southern colored brother at the south is in 
amuch better condition politically, fiuan- 
cially and socially than the negroes at the 
north. This statement was received with 
applause. 

Governor Fowle showed that the negroes 
at the north who are sending up supplica- 
tions in behalf of the southern negroes, 
have never and can never enjoy the same 
attributes of freedom that the latter do. 
He then went onto say that the outrages 
committed on negroes by bad white men 
no more represented the feelings of the 
whites toward the negroes than the outrages 
committed by bad negroes on white men 
represented the feelings of the black race, 

Rev. Robert Leak, colored, secretary of 
the fair association, also made a speech. 
He said that the negro had his rights more 
fally in North Carolina than anywhere he 
knew of. He said that the negro exodus 
agents were paid one dollar for every negro 
they could deceive into leaving North Caro- 
lina. He had asked these agents why, if 
the far south and west were so much better 
than North Qarolina, they did not go there 
themselves. He had observed, however, 
that none went. 

What is true of the condition of the ne- 
groes in North Carolina is just as true of 
their condition in Georgia. Indeed, we be- 
lieve the negroes in Georgia are ahead of 
these in the old north state, so far as their 
development and progress are concerned. 
They own more property, they have better 

schools, colleges and universities, and they 
are getting along swimmingly. They could 
get up a fair that would astonish the coun- 
try, but some of their so-called leaders are 
too busily engaged in licking the boots of 
the white republican office-holders to take 
any steps in a direction at once sensible and 
substantia). 

The truth is, the only trouble between 
the races is the result of outside pressure 
and agitation based on both ignorance and 
prejudice. If this pressure were removed, 
and this agitation quieted, the negro would 
proceed to work out his own salvation, 
aided by the example and the sympathy of 
those who understand him best. 


He Broke His Pledge. 

A special telegram from Columbus, 
Ohio, tothe New York World tells a sad 
story. 

Many years ago Samuel White, while un- 
derthe influence of liquor, killed a man. 
The slayer bore a good character and had 
many friends. His only fault was intem- 
perance, 

The prisoner was tried,convicted and 
sentenced to imprisonment for life. Every 
effort was made to save him, and the gov- 
ernor was induced to follow the precedent 
established by several other governors in 
similar cases. He pardoned the unfortu- 
mate man on the condition that he would 
abstain from strong drink. 

Last Friday Samuel White was carried 
back to prison to remain there for the rest 
of his life. After observing the condition 
of his pardon for eighteen long years he 
had violated it on the occasion of his daugh- 
ter’s wedding, and had made his drunken- 
mess so conspicuous that the authorities felt 
it their duty to arrest him. 

What a raging thirst for liquor this man 
must have had to run such a fearful risk! 
Eighteen years of sobriety failed to quench 
it. The regained confidence of his family 
and friends was nothing to him when the 
temptation came. The impending doom of 
a living death in a dungeon did not 
frighten him. His blood was on fire—his 
brain whirled—he was ready to jeopard body 
and soul if he could once more gratify his 
appetite. 

This man White is the type of a large 
elass. There are few ticket-at-leave men 
roaming about under similar pledges, but 
there are many unfortunates who defy the 
terrors of the law, certain death and damna- 
tion in just the same way. The dwellers in 
Christian lands know that drunkards will 
be barred out of heaven; the followers of 
Mahomet know that if they drink they can 
never enter the prophet’s paradise, and the 
Aztecs knew that drunkenness forfeited 
their lives, but these penalties have not 
been potent in the past, nor do they now 
hold the victims of this fatal habit in check. 

The case of Samuel” White and others 
like him gives color to the humane and 
reasonable theory that the drunkard is 
mentally unsound, and should be locked up 
as an insane man instead of being subjected 
to a legal punishment, 

But there “are all sorts of drunkards. 
Some outgrow their disease, Others throw 
oe agg - vice and pick up a new one, 

great majority, however, cannot be 
saved. They may turn their backs on the 
bottle for years, but excessive joy or sorrow 
, 
or physical weakness, or something else will 
drive them back to their fate.

ruins. Sho had withstood the surge of the sea, the 
sweep of the wind and the thundersof war; but this 
unexpected rocking in the seismic cradle wrought 
ruin and death in tbhfrty seconds, 

But these physical disturbances areflorgotten|jwhen 
we contemplate the possibilities entombed in the 
mountains of darkness and superstition which left 
their poudercmes crowns in the social, political and 
moral world, Not only do they bound our horizon, 
but in our midst their loftiest peaks arise. While 
there is today no active and  continu- 
ous eruption, yet, we have heard 
the runbling of supposed thunder, and 
believe there are social and political volcanoes be- 
neath our historic and sacred institutions, They 
may sleep on for centuries; but ultimately the cause 
of upheaval will come, and we must be prepared 
for it. We must either provide a safety valve tor 
the easy escape of the expanding steam, or forge 
chains of sufficient strength to suppress it, 

1, The negro is the problem of America. .- 

It is the question of the day, and upon its solu- 
tion hinges the temporal and eternal destinies of 
miltions of people for whom Christ died. 

It cannot be ‘‘laughed’’ away. It is worthy of 
profoundest thought, and demands the investiga- 
tion of philosophers, 

(1) Politically: 

Religion, Christianity cannot eschew politics. I 
do not wish to convey the idea that munisters or 
Christians must be partisan as regards the two great 
political parties of our country. Indeed the funda- 
mental principle of the Baptist theology is individ- 
ual, personal responsibility to God, with Christ our 
only head. It is not within the domain of tho 
church to decide questions purely civil. But when- 
ever the political radii penetrate the moral periph- 
ery Christianity is involved and must assert her 
righta. Then it is we repeat the Master’scommand: 
**Kender unto Cesar the things that are Ceesar’s and 
unto God the things that are God’s,”’ 

Now we know that politics and religion sustain a 
very close relationship, in spite of the diameter be- 
twixt them, The digits have changed 
with the turn of the wheel of 
time, Sometimes politics fostering religion: 
sometimes the church mothering politics. In our 
‘land of the free and home of the brave” the civil 
government protects reiigion. Hence, as Christians 
we are intensely interested in politics, fora political 
revolut on might overthrow the constitution and 
with it the egis of soul liberty. 

But is there any danger of political upheaval? 
Yes; and the negro is the fulcrum upon which the 
lever will rest, the pivot on which the issue will 
turn, 

If then, he occupies so important a position, is he 
not worthy—does he not demand the attention of 
Christianity ? 

(2) Socially : 

But this question demands our attention in its 
social aspect. Beligion cannot discard society. It 
must formulate or be formed by it. All creeds de- 
pend, to a great extent, on social customs for their 
support and success, Education and refinement 
are favorable to the growth of morality, while 
ignorance and superstition foster vice, yea, ge” erate 
it. Therefore, as Christians, we are interested in 
society and should seek to elevate it. The pen 
of the Son of God, believed and pmcticed, will give 
us the best society in the world. Its epitome is 
found in the “goiden rule: “As ye would that 
men should do & you, do ye even sotothem.” A 
universal adherence to this rule would soon bury 
the ‘bloody shirt’ in the tomb of oblivion, and 
burn ‘‘Mason and Dixon's line’’ to ashes, 

The negro problem embraces society. Their so» 
cial customs need improvement. If they were ag 
white as snow they could not enter decent society 
with their presentsdocial code. I want to improre 
their social customs for their own sake and 
for ours Not that we may enter 
h draiying room or sit at meat together;

This problem is pregnant with results, and its so- 
lution will give them birth. 

If mistakes are made, war, bloodshed and an- 
archy will hold high carnival. If reason is de- 
throned and rashness sways the scepter, there will 
be earthquakes and tidal waves and volcanic erup- 
tions that willthrow down our temple of justice, 
behead our bird of protection and tear the gown of 
chastity from our goddess of liberty. Butif reason 
holds empire, the white winged dove of peace 
will nest in our trees and hatch her snowy brood; 
the heartbeat of fraternity will animate our actions 
and the rainbow of salvation through a common 
Savior will arch our common sky. 

THE SOLUTION IN OUR HANDS, 

And, brethren, the sabject grows in importance 
when we remember that its solution is in our 
hands, 

Oh, how great the responsibility! Our poor, weak 
human hands hold the key which is to unlock the 
gates of hell and turn its seething lava upon the 
promising fields of humanity, or by the gospel’s 
power convert the mighty Nile into happy chan- 
nels of their navigation. God, the Almighty, show 
us our duty and help us to perform it! 

THE GOSPEL THE HAPPY SOLUTION. 

The gospel alone can solve this dark problem

This is true civilization. Barbarians reverse the 
rule, The savage delightsin torture. His enemy 
is not to be won, but destroyed. 

As proof of the proposition that Christianity is 
the basis of civilization I offer the history of Egypt, 
Greece and Rome—all recognized as the centers of 
education and civilization in their respective days 
otdominion and glory. Each, at certain times, 
was recognized as mistress of the world; and their 
dominion was due to education, intelligence.

I 
pray you, my friends, cons der this question. 

WE ARE TO SUPPLY THIS NEED. 

In conclusion, let us look at the practical propo- 
sition of the subject. We, you and I, are to supply 
this need, They are with us, and of us, and for us, 
And we are to ‘preach the gospel to every creature, 
beginning at Jerusalem.”’

1 offer as evidence of his desire for the gospel: 

His acceptance of it, The best proot ot faich is 
works.

I vérily believe seven- 
eighth of the negroes in this country, of the adults, 
are professors of religion. The reason of their su- 
perstitions is not doubt of Christ; and faith in ma- 
terialism and agnosticism, but a woeful, helpless 
ignorance.

REV. MR. BARRETT’S WELCOME HOME. 


He Preached to a Lurge Congregation at St. 
Luke’s Yesterday. 


. 

A very large congregation gathered yester- 
day at St. Luke’s church to welcome home their pas- 
tor. Dr. Barrett has for thé past thrée weeks been 
attending the convention of the Episcopal church 
in New York, and although he was away in Europe 
during the summer, his congregation can never be- 
come accustomed to his absence, and are always 
overjoyed when be returns to them. 

Instead of preaching an orthodox sermon, Dr. 
Barrett told his people what they most wanted to 
know about, and that was concerning the conven- 
tion to which he had been a delegate. 

He told of the deepinterest which had been felt 
allover thecountry in the actionsof the conventior , 
He also poms of the attention given by the daily 
press to the work being done by the Episcopalians, 
and descrited the reporters who sat in a line 
stretching entirely across the church,and took notes 
of all that wassaid and done. The immense gal- 
leries of St. George's church, where the convention 
was heid, he said, were crowded every day with 
spectators. The convention opene at 
nine and adjourned every afternoon at five, 
taking a recess in the middle of the day. The 
people in the galleries, however, came early and 
staid all day without leaving the building, for fear 
of losing their seats. On the opening day the build- 
ing was simply crowded with people and the dele- 
gates only obtained seats on presentation of their 
Senet, and for these large sums of money were ob- 
tainable, 

There were 400 delegates, four clergymenand four 
laymen from each state and territory in the union, 
and among them were men whore names are 
& guarantee of ability, rectitude and 
all the honors for which men in this world strive. 
Among the delegates he mentioned Chief Justice 
Fuller, several supreme court judges and five col- 
lege presidents. The other extreme of the social 
scale was represented by a full blooded African and 
a full blooded Indian. 

Dr. Barrett spoke enthusiasiically of the harmony 
which characterised the procedings of the conven- 
tion, although there were men there of radically 
different opinions on almost every subject which 
came under discussion. There was no friction, and 
the work accomplished was eminantly satisfactory. 
Altbongh no radical changes had been made, a 
great many annoying difficulties had been sette'. 

The most remarkable thing of the convention, Dr, 
Barrett said, was the friendly way the men from 
the north and those from the south discussed the 
race question, and cametothe unasoimous conclu- 
sien that there should not be two churches, but the 
white and black, the Indians and the Chinese 
should ali have fail and equal rights and be en- 
rolled in one vast church. 

Another important measure decided was that the 
south must judge for herself in all local matters 
aud must settle her own difficulties without outside 
interference. 

Dr. Barrett drew word ,. pictures of some of the 
most eminent delegates. He —— of Bishop 
Whipple, of Minnesota, who preached the opening 
sermon, as an old man but still of great intellectual 
vigor, and full of Christian strength and usefulness 
He oe ot Philips Brooks and the wonderful 
rapidity with which he gave expression to his 
thoughts, He said that Dr. Huntington, rector 
of Grace church, was the most brilliant debater 
among the delegates, and Dr. Morgan Dix, ofold 
Trinity church filled the posttion of chairman in a 
way that gave perfect satisfaction to everybody. 

In conclusion he ssid that all the delegates felt 
greatly encouraged use everything had 
off so well, and expressed themselves anxious that 
a feeling of good fellowship should exist in all de 
nominations, andtoshow their friendly spirit be- 
fore adjouning. a message of brotherly love was 
ew! to every church and every sect throughout the 
land.
